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Rising Trend of Retail Sales Resumed 
in Ausust 


UGUST is normally one of the slackest months 

of the whole year for retail trade. The im- 

proving supply position for non-food goods, 
however, together with the release of 30 clothing 
toupons at the beginning of the month, caused 1946 
io be a marked exception to this rule. The rising 
fend of the public’s purchases, which had shown a 
pause in the previous two months, was resumed in 
August. 

The rising trend of sales is really most marked 
in the case of household goods. The index for this 
ection was higher in August than for any previous 

month since the series started ;_ this 
ed is a truly remarkable result to record 

in the off-season, particularly as there 
vas no special stimulus to sales such as was provided 
for apparel by the coupon release. The reason is, 
teourse, that production of many kinds of household 
foods was drastically reduced during the war, and the 
ting flow of supplies has met a very eager demand. 

The release of clothing coupons produced a smaller 
tse in sales compared with the previous month 
flan has been found at the beginning of any earlier 
yeriod, despite the fact that 30 coupons were vali- 
lated. The normal slackness of August trade was 
t9 doubt partly responsible, but sales in July had 
ben higher than at the end of any previous period, 
thanks partly to the issue of coupons to demobilized 
wldiers. 

Comparison with August 1945 is made more 
difficult by the fact that in that month the number 
iselling days was reduced owing to the V-J holidays. 
The figures shown in the table relate to sales per 

ling day, and the total sales for the month, which 
fr many purposes is a more important concept, 
Yould show considerably bigger rises. Making a 
ugh allowance for this factor, sales of all kinds 
ii goods in August were about 28 per cent. higher than 
‘year ago; leaving out food, where the rise was 


naturally much less, the increase for other goods was 
little short of 50 per cent. This may be regarded as a 
substantial achievement for the first year since the 
cessation of hostilities, even though the figure is 
somewhat inflated by the abnormal stimulus to 
apparel sales. 

Stocks at the end of the month again showed an 
increase compared with a year earlier, this time of 
13% per cent. Increases of roughly this size have 

saa been reported in each of the last 
Stability ; , 
six months, and it appears that the 
of Stocks level of stocks has become roughly 
stabilized. The increase for non-food goods has 
regularly been rather bigger, amounting to 15 per 
cent. in August. The stability of stock-levels in 
the face of rising supplies is due to the heavy demand, 
Which prevents them from rising further. Sales of 
non-food goods for the trading year to date have 
shown a rise of 25 per cent., and it is apparent that 
the rate of stockturn has increased. The increased 
supplies have nearly all passed into the hands of the 


‘public, rather than been used to stock up the shops. 


The high sales of apparel in August naturally 
reduced stocks below the July level, and both men’s 
wear and women’s wear show reductions compared 
with a year ago. These stocks should rise again in 
the later months of the coupon period. 

Apparel sales rose less steeply than is usual when a 
new issue of coupons becomes valid, the index 
showing an increase from July of 29 per cent. As 

the number of selling days in August 
Sales of was reduced by Bank Holiday, the 
Apparel rise in the weekly rate of sales would 
be even less—about 24 per cent. The index, at 
141, was not nearly so high as in the first month 
of the previous release, April, when it reached a peak 
at 153, but it exceeded the previous twelve months’ 
average by 18% per cent. All the district indexes 
surpassed their previous averages, but in Central 
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and West End London the rise (4 per cent.) was much 
smaller than elsewhere. 

The four subsidiary index numbers all shared in the 
advance from July and also from the previous average. 
Compared with July there was an appreciable difference 
between dress materials (up by 8} per cent.) and the other 
three catergories (up by 30-35 per cent.). 

Compared with a year ago, when August was the last 
month of an extended coupon period, all four showed very 
substantial improvement, even on a selling day basis. 
Men’s and boys’ wear led with a rise of 53-2 per cent. and 
the smallest increase—that for boots and shoes—was 
31-3 per cent. On the whole the advance was most marked 
in Suburban London, although for men’s and boys’ wear 
the North East showed a slightly larger rise. 

The number of coupons taken per selling day by shops 
reporting this information exceeded the corresponding 
figure for August 1945 by 46-3 per cent. The amount spent 
per coupon was only 4 per cent. less than a year ago, despite 
the fact that this is usually a good deal lower at the 
beginning of a coupon period than at the end; the higher 
prices now permitted for many utility garments were 
probably beginning to affect the figure. 


Household Goods 


Only a moderate expansion from July (5 per cent.) 
was recorded, which would largely disappear if the figures 
were put on a weekly basis. Nevertheless, the index 
number at 190 reached a new peak and exceeded the 
previous twelve months’ average by 22} per cent. In 
three districts there was a slight recession from July; the 
movement from the previous average was upwards in all 
seven districts. » 

The changes in the three subsidiary indices were varied. 
The sales of furnishing departments rose from the July 
level by 10 per cent., but this rise still left them lower than 
in either May or June; supplies of utility furniture are 
increasing rapidly, but sales of radio sets are liable to be 
low in the summer. Stocks are rising for this category and 
the increase of 22 per cent. in sales over the previous 
average gives a measure of the quickening pace at which 
supplies are passing into consumers’ hands. Hardware 
sales were approximately the same as in July, the fall of 
a single point having little significance. At 202,the index 
was 21 per cent. above the previous average. Sales of 
household piece-goods remained virtually unchanged, 
rising 2 per cent. on the month and 4 per cont. in comparison 
with the previous average. 

As in previous months, all three compared very favour- 
ably with the corresponding figures for 1945. Allowing 
for the selling day factor, the rise in sales would be about 
95 per cent. for furnishing departments, 66 per cent. for 
hardware and 35 per cent. for household piece-goods. All 
districts participated in the increases and in the South of 
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England sales of furnishing departments doubled, even on g 
selling day basis. 

The only available comparisons for the remaining three 
non-food categories are those with the corresponding month 
of the previous year. Outstanding among these was the 
rise for sports:and travel goods, which would amount to 
about 70 per cent. on a weekly or monthly basis; this 
figure is less than the increase for the trading year to date, 
so that it is not a mere flash in the pan, but reflects the 
tremendous change in the supply position. Fancy depart- 
ments advanced by 15 per cent., with district increages 
ranging from 13-9 to 32-4 per cent. The movements jn 
miscellafieous and unspecified goods varied from smal] 
decreases to a rise of 22-9 per cent., the average advance 
for the whole of Great Britain amounting to 6-5 per cent, 


Food and Perishables 


' The change in food sales from July was small, being 
a rise of 3-3 per cent., which roughly reflects the effect 
of the Bank Holiday. The index was approximately 8 per 
cent. above its previous twelve months’ average, part of 
this rise. being due to. the increased number of civilians, 
The effect of bread rationing cannot be measured from 
these figures, but it must be remembered that the reduced 
expenditure on bread was accompanied by an increased 
purchase of ‘‘ points” goods, which are more expensive 
than bread. Moreover, the meat ration was increased 
from Is. 2d. to 1s. 4d. on July 21, the date when bread 
rationing started. 

The seven district indices were all within 4 per cent, 
of the July level, the North East showing a fractional fall 
and the others small rises. All surpassed their respective 
previous averages, the South of England by as much as 
9} per cent. , 

Sales per selling day rose by 7-0 per cent. in comparison 
with August 1945, the district increases lying between 
3-8 per cent. and 9-6 per cent. If one assumes that two 
selling days were lost in August 1945 through V-J holidays, 
then the rise on a weekly or monthly basis would not 
differ much from the figure of 15 per cent. recorded in 
July. 

Of the four sub-divisions, grocery, provisions and bakery 
exceeded the August 1945 figure by 4-5 per cent. on a 
** selling-day ’’ basis, district increases varying from 
2-0 per cent. to 8:2 per cent. Perishables (which include 
meat) showed a larger advance—8-l1 per cent.—and a 
wider district range, 3-0 to 15-2 per cent. The sample 
of sweets and tobacco is not yet very satisfactory but a 
steeper increase was to be expected in view of the increased 
sweet ration and the increased supply of tobacco to 
civilians. The rise in cafe and restaurant sales was some- 
what smaller than in July, doubtless because of the selling 
day factor.

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February—August Sales 


Sales have consistently been at considerably higher 
levels in the first seven months of this year than last, the 
advance for the whole period amounting to 15-5 per cent. 
with increases in all tabulated categories. Much the 
largest of these were in sports and travel goods (85 per 
gnt.), furnishing departments (84 per cent.), and hardware 
(64 per cent.), all three being categories in which supplies 
have been steadily expanding and in which a large demand 
#ill remains unsatisfied. Other increases ranged from 
46 per cent. for dress materials (sales of which prior to 
August had been below the 1945 level) to 29-2 per cent. 
for household piece-goods. 

Food and perishables is a more stable division of mer- 
chandise, being closely controlled by rationing and the 
“points ’’ system. The increase tabulated was under 
10 per cent. and is largely due to the gradual return of 
personnel from the Forces to civilian life. 

For all categories together the gain over 1945 was 
appreciably greater in Central and West End London, 
36:3 per cent., than elsewhere. In Suburban London the 
tise was 20-2 per cent., while in the Provinces the range 
was small, only from 10-5 to 15-0 per cent. 


Stocks* 


Index Numbers of Apparel Stocks.—In the first month 
after 2 coupon release a decline in stocks of apparel was to 
be expected, and all four categories showed lower indices 
than for July. The category least affected was boots and 
shoes, which contracted by only 3¥points, stocks in this 
category having been very stable since February. Both 
women’s wear and men’s and boys’ wear fell by more than 
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10 per cent. to about the same level as in February. 

Comparison with a year earlier.—The rise in total stocks 
at the end of August (13-5 per cent.) was roughly similar 
to those shown in recent months. Apart from a fractional 
fall in the North East, district movements were all upwards. 
Improvement was much more pronounced in the two 
London districts than in the provincial ones, the increases 
amounting to 32 per cent. in the Central and West End 
area and 20 per cent. in the suburbs. 

Outstanding advances were recorded for furnishing 
departments (86 per cent.) and hardware (66 per cent:.), 
the next largest being 50 per cent. for sports and travel 
goods. There were decreases in both women’s wear and 
men’s and boys’ wear, the former amounting to 7 per cent. 
and the latter to 19 per cent. The other two apparel cate- 
gories, however, showed increases from the low levels reached 
a year ago, stocks of dress materials being up by 38 per 
cent. and those of boots and shoes by 17 per cent. 

Food stocks continued to be lower than a year ago, 
but the August fall (5-1 per cent.) was appreciably smaller 
than those shown for June and July. : 

Note. To save space the introductory paragraphs ex- 
plaining- the method of compiling the statistics (see, for 
example, the Board of Trade Journal for March 30, 1946, 
page 362) have been omitted from this review. Almost all 
schedules received required adjustment for differences in 
selling days because of the two V-J holidays in August 1945 ; 
the effect of this on the figures is discussed on page 1393.

International Conference 
on Tin Supplies 


HE International Tin Conference opened in London 
on Tuesday. 

The British delegation was headed by Mr. George 
Archer, of the Ministry of Supply, with Mr. E. Melville 
(Colonial Office), Mr. R. L. Hall (Board of Trade), and Mr. 
C. T. Crowe (Foreign Office). A panel of advisers, repre- 
senting the producing, smelting and consuming sides of the 
tin industry, accompanied the delegation. The joint 
secretaries to the British delegation were Mr. W. Fox 
(Ministry of Supply) and Mr. D. Caplan (Board of Trade). 

The Belgian, Bolivian, Chinese, French, Netherlands, 
Siamese and U.S.A. Governments also sent delegations to 
the Conference. 

The object of the conference was outlined by the Minister 
of Supply, Mr. John Wilmot, who said, in welcoming the 
delegates, that for some time Mis Majesty’s Government in 
the United Kingdom had been giving very careful considera- 
tion to the prospective position of the world tin industry. 
This arose from the fact that this country was interested, 
both in the production and consumption of this metal. 

Although the present production was substantially below 
the level of desired world consumption it did appear that 
when the main tin producing areas in the East were re- 
habilitated, there might arise at some future date a position 
in which the potential production was likely to be in excess 
of demand. After consultation with the Governments of 
the United States, the Netherlands, Belgium and Bolivia, 
it was therefore thought wise to convene the conference in 
order that all the main interested countries, both as pro- 
ducers and consumers, should together consider the 
prospective world tin position, and whether any continuous 
inter-governmental study of that position was required. 





Utility Furniture Directions 


The Board of Trade have made new Directions,* re- 
enacting the previous Directions relating to the delivery up 
of units for Utility furniture reserved for priority docket 
holders, and adding a further provision relating to imported 
furniture. 

Manufacturers will continue to receive licences from time 
to time, permitting them to supply Utility furniture to other 
traders, either for display purposes or to enable stocks to be 
built up from which retail customers can choose their 
purchases. In addition, to increase the amount of furniture 
available for priority customers, furniture is being imported 
from various countries, either partly manufactured or in a 
completed state. Furniture which arrives in this country 
ready for sale will, for the most part, be sent direct to 
retailers, according to arrangements made by the Furniture 
(Emergency) Import Association Ltd. Retailers will, of 
course, collect units when they sell this Utility furniture to 
their customers, and the new Directions (dated October 7, 
1946) require them to deliver up these units as follows : 

(1) When furniture is received from a manufacturer who 
has been licensed to supply before the surrender of 
units, the units should be sent to the person who 
supplied the furniture. 

(2) For imported furniture, the Furniture (Hmergency) 
Import Association Ltd. has undertaken to be 
responsible for the collection of the Units and will 
account to the Board of Trade for them. Units 
collected on sales of imported furniture should 
therefore be sent to the Association’s accountants, 
who will handle the units and keep the records on 
behalf of the Association. Their address is Messrs.

Units collected for any furniture sold during September 
should be returned to the appropriate person not later than 
October 26, 1946. Thereafter, units collected during any 
month should be sent not later than the seventh day of the 
following month, as under the previous Directions.

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Output of the Cotton Industry in August 


UTPUT of the cotton industry in August relates to 

the four weeks ending August 31, which includes 

the August Monday holiday. Nevertheless, in the 
weaving section the average 
40 mn. linear yards reached new peaks in both cotton 
cloth and rayon and mixture cloth, being 1 per cent. higher 
than the previous record in May this year (a month un- 
affected by general holidays) and 28 per cent. higher than 
in August 1945, which month however was affected by the 
two VJ holidays. Output of cotton cloth with a weekly 
average of 33 mn lin. yds. was 1 per cent. higher than in 
May and 26 per cent. higher than a year ago. The corres- 
ponding increases for rayon and mixture cloth were 3 per 
cent. and 35 per cent. respectively. The number of looms 
running in August and the number of doubling spindles 
running on cotton were the highest yet recorded. 

In the spinning section the average weekly production 
of single cotton yarn in August, at 11-95 mn. lbs., was 4 per 
cent. lower than in July but 27 per cent. above the corres- 
ponding figure last year. The finest counts—the over “4 s— 
reached a new peak of half a million lbs. per week or 2 per 
cent. higher than in May.

First Report of Council of 
Industrial Design 


HE activities of the Council of Industrial Design over 
¢ period of fifteen months from the inauguration of 

the Council to March 31, 1946, are described in the 
first annual report of the Council.* 

At present a great deal of public attention is focused 
on the ‘‘Britain Can Make It ”’ Exhibition which has been 
organized by the Council and is attracting foreign buyers 
from many countries, as well as trade buyers from all parts 
of Britain and very large numbers of the general public. 
This report outlines the work that, in addition to the 
exhibition, is being carried out by the Council in its long 
term projects for industrial design in this country. 


Design Centres 


The Council has instituted discussion regarding the 
formation of Design Centres with a large number of in- 
dustries, and proposals for the setting up of Design Centres 
have already been received from the following industries :— 

The British Rayon Federation for the Rayon Industry. 

The Silk and Rayon Users’ Association (Inc.) for the 
Silk Industry. 

The trade associations for the Jewellery Industry, 
working through The Worshipful Company of 
Goldsmiths. 

Discussions are actively proceeding with four other indus- 
tries which are considering the making of proposals for 
Design Centres, and in some instances are canvassing the 
idea among their membership. These are :— 

Linen. Leather (including Boots and Shoes) 

Printing Cast Tron. 

Discussions have also been instituted with the aluminium 
industry through the Aluminium Development Association, 
the pottery industry through the Pottery Manufacturers’ 
Federation, the electricity industry through the British 
Electrical and Allied Manufacturers’ Federation, and the 
glass industry through a Design Committee of the Glass 
Manufacturers’ Federation. These discussions are at an 
early stage. 

The plastic industry, through the British Plastics 
Federation, has set up a Design Committee under the 
chairmanship of Mr. W. J. Worboys. 

The corset industry approached the Council and was 
advised to concentrate at the outset upon setting up a 
school for the training of corset designers. Negotiations for 
the establishment of this school in a provincial centre are 
proceeding. 


The Working Parties 

During the period covered by the Report the Council 
submitted evidence to several of the Working Parties set 
up by the President of the Board of Trade. Recommenda- 
tions for the formation of Design Centres for their industries 
have since been made in the recently published reports 
of the Working Parties for the Boot and Shoe and Hosiery 
industries. 


Advice on Design 

The Council has been in active touch with eight Govern- 
ment departments with which it has discussed the design 
of commodities purchased by them. Designers have been 
engaged and placed at the disposal of the Board of Trade’s 
Furniture Production Department for the preparation of 
anew range of Utility furniture in metal. 


A joint Liaison Committee on design has been set up 
with the British Overseas Airways Corporation. Close 
working liaison has been established with the British 


Standards Institution. On the Council’s recommendation 
and with its assistance, the L.C.C. is setting up an advisory 
committee on the design of its purchases. Advice on the 
choice of designers has been sought by a number of manu- 
facturers and the necessary information supplied. 


Training of Designers’ 

The industrial designer has become a key technician in 
British Industry. More than half of our manufactured 
exports before the war consisted of commodities whose 
sales were affected by their design The future prosperity 
of Britain may largely depend on the ability to produce 
industrial designers who the requisite technical 
skill and proverbial imagination to retain for British goods 
their design quality in world markets. 

The Council’s Training Committee has made a 
study of the problem of the education of designers and a 
full and detailed report is in an advanced stafe of prepara-

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Output of Rayon in 
August 


HE output of rayon and nylon in August at 

13-6 mn. lbs. was considerably affected by holidays. 

This was nearly 22 per cent. less than in July but 
was slightly higher than in June, a month also affected 
by holidays. The decline from July was mainly in staple 
fibre (including waste) which was 31 per cent. less than 
in July and 8 per cent. less than in June, while output 
of continuous filament (including strong) yarn was only 
5} per cent. below that of July and 6 per cent. above the 
June output. Compared with August 1945, total output 
was up by 51 per cent. but last year output was reduced 
by the two VJ holidays. 

The total number employed in the industry has shown 
little change for several months, small losses in female 
workers in July being offset by additions to male workers, 
which now comprise 65 per cent. of the total number 
employed.

The Council has taken part in a number of exhibitions, 
and has furnished and equipped for demonstration purposes 
22 houses erected throughout the country under the auspices 
of the Building industry; has co-operated closely with two 
important firms of publishers in the preparation of books 
dealing with design and working liaison 
with a large film-producing organization. A considerable 
number of lectures have been given, and there are in pre 
paration a film, a exhibitions, a 
popular booklet on domestic furniture and equipment, and 
two other series of publications. 

The activities of the Council described in the 
teport have been carried out by a total staff of 97, of 
whom 23 were engaged on a temporary basis for work 
connected with the ‘‘ Britain Can Make It’”’ Exhibition.

causing a rise of 18 per cent. in average prices between 
the two months. 

In the non-ferrous metals group, the rise of 1-2 per 
cent. was entirely due to increases in the controlled prices 
of aluminium ingots (84 per cent. from September 9) and 
tin ingots (27 per cent. from September 26). The average 
price of the former (weight of one-half) rose in September 
by about 64 per cent.; tin prices, which have been stable 
since January 1944, rose on the average by a similar 
amount. The full effect of these increases will be shown 
in the index for October. 

The wool group was affected to some 
changes which occurred in August, the only movement 
which actually took place in September being a rise of 
about 6$ per cent. in the price of wool skeins. 

In the ‘‘ chemicals and oils”’ group the prices of inside 
copal varnish and white lead paint rose by 22} and 10 per 
cent. respectively, owing primarily to the greatly increased 
cost of linseed oil. 

The only change among ‘“‘ miscellaneous’”’ items was 
arise of about 1 per cent. in the average price of chalk 
lime, as a result of the increase which occurred during 
August.

Notes.—{1) In cases where the Government buys a commodity at 
one price and resells it at a lower one (e.g., home-produced meat), the 
subsidized price is the one used for the index ; where different pricea 
are charged according to the use to which the article is put (e.g., in the 
case of sugar and flour) a weighted average of these is taken.

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Bedding Manufacture 
Directions 


HE Board of Trade have issued the Bedding (Manu- 
facture and Supply) (Consolidation) Directions,* which 
come into force to-day (October 12). 


These Directions introduce new grade markings and 
specify increased maximum prices for all types of Utility 
mattresses, pillows and bolsters. The price increases cover 
manufacturers’ increased costs and range from 2} per cent. 
to 5} per cent., except on the few specifications which 
contain hair, where they range from 104 per cent. to 17} per 
cent. The extra increase in the price of hair specifications 
is principally due to the greatly increased cost of imported 
raw hair. 

The minimum prices specified for flock, fibre and hair 
fillings have been increased. 

The new Directions provide for bedding to be manu- 
factured from various new tickings and a better quality 
flock may now be used. 


The number of spring-interior mattresses which a manu- 
facturer may produce is no longer limited, but owing to the 
shortage of materials, the effect of this concession will not 
be immediate. 


Hitherto Utility bedding was required to be marked by 
stamping the goods in indelible ink. The new Directions 
permit manufacturers to mark Utility bedding by means of 
labels as an alternative to stamping. 


The use of second-hand cloth in Utility mattress manu- 
facture has been prohibited.

Conversion of Plants to Burn Oil 

The Mini&ter of Fuel and Power, Mr. Shinwell, said he was 
aranging for initial releases of oil to be made to consumers 
who possessed stand-by oil-fired equipment which could be 
brought into immediate permanent use or who had coal-fired 
plants which could be converted to oil firing during the next 
few months, and thereby save coal this winter. In other 
cases. the order of priority of the release of oil and equipment 
for oil firing would be governed by the extent to which the 
requirement not only saved coal, but was calculated to 
obtain the best results from the use of oil fuel. 

No special financial concessions were offered to such new 
consumers. In common, however, with other users of fuel 
oils they would benefit by the subsidy announced by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer on August 1, which was 
intended to encourage the use of fuel-burning plant to the 
maximum extent and thus a saving of coal. 


Imported Motor Spirit and Petrol Rationing 

In July, Mr. Shinwell stated, approximately 358,000 tons 
of imported motor spirit were used for home consumption. 
This was equivalent to an annual rate of about 4,300,000 
tons. 

The rate of consumption on the removal of rationing can 
only be roughly estimated, but probably it would exceed, the 
1938 total of 4,900,000 tons. 

Mr. Shinwell said that during the three months, June, 
July and August, the last three months for which figures 
have been published, 21 per cent. of petrol imports into the 
United Kingdom were drawn from the U.S.A. 

The quantity of petrol produced within the sterling area 
was relatively small and did not cover consumption in the 
United Kingdom. But even total British-controlled petrol 
production, including supplies from Iran and the Dutch 
West 
insufficient for our total needs. In addition to home con- 
sumption the United Kingdom had to make supplies avail- 
able for the rest of the sterling area and for our export trade. 

Mr. Shinwell also said he could, not state when it would be 
possible to abandon petrol rationing, but the ultimate staff 
reduction would be 1,880. 

He was glad to say that it has been found possible to make 
‘further increase of approximately one-third in the petrol 
illowances for commercial travellers as from November 1. 
He was not in a position to grant a further increase to other 
“S” coupon holders for business journeys in addition to the 
Bcrenae of 50 per cent. which came into effect on August 1 
last, 


Packing Materials 

The President of the Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
was asked whether he was aware that, whereas foreign 
towers now sending their products to Britain are well 
upplied with materials for the manufacture of high quality 
wooden and paper-board non-returnable fruit and vegetable 
containers, British growers are still deprived of these 
haterials ; and when he would make supplies available to 
thable the home grower to compete satisfactorily in packing 
% well as quality with the foreign producer. He replied 
that he had received complaints regarding the shortage of 
packing materials, but a higher standard of packing could 
nly be adopted for fruit and vegetables at the expense of 
tther essential requirements. There was at present a serious 
shortage of these materials, alth« yugh every effort was being 
nade to increase supplies generally. A higher standard of 
backing would be allowed as soon as supplies permitted. 


linoleum Production. 

It was stated that the volume of linoleum which can be 
nanufactured at present is severely limited by the supplies 
ofraw materials, principally linseed oil, which are available. 

here is, unfortunately, a serious shortage of linseed oil, and, 
until this is alleviated, there are no hopes of any appreciable 
lncrease in linoleum production. 
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Questions Asked and Answered in 
Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to trade and industry answered in the House of Commons 


Lead Shortage 


In reply to a question as to whether he was aware of the 
continued shortage of lead for the toy trade, and whether 
he could now increase the allotment of lead for home- 
market purposes, the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Supply, Mr. William Leonard, replied that 
there was still a severe shortage of lead for essential pur- 
poses such as cables, batteries and housing components. 
It was not possible, therefore, to allocate supplies for 
non-essential manufactures, including toys, for the home 
market. Manufacturers should endeavour to use other 
metals which were not in short supply, and the Ministry 
of Supply would be glad to advise on this point. 


Heating Units for Refrigerators 


It was stated by the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Supply, Mr. Arthur Woodburn, that only a 
very small proportion of refrigerators now being produced 
depended for their action on a heating unit. The remainder 
employed the motorised compressor system. 


Work at RoyaljOrdnance Factory}| 


Mr. Leonard stated that the Royal Ordnance Factory 
at Glascoed was designed and equipped as a filling factory 
and was being retained for current production and as 
essential war potential in that capacity. The main buildings 
and plant were so specialized that without a major recon- 
version, which would seriously impair their value as war 
potential, they could only be used for their original purpose 
and the breaking down of ammunition. 

Alternative work, some of which is already in progress, 
was being introduced as fast as possible into all the suitable 
non-specialized buildings and none of these was available 
for release. 

The total employment in the factory was at 
equal to about three-quarters of full single-shift working.

Employment in South Wales 


It was estimated that employment would be found for 
17,000 people when the 169 new factories and extensions so 
far approved in the South Wales and Monmouthshire 
Development Area were completed and in full production, 
said the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. Belcher. In addition, the Government would build 
49 factories in advance of definite demands from indus- 
trialists and these would, it was hoped, provide employment 
for a further 12,000 persons. In addition to new factories, 
other developments were in hand which would have a con- 
siderable employment value. 

Mr. Belcher also said that seven new factories and five 
extensions to existing factories had been completed in the 
past three years in Wales. Employment in these factories 
and extensions amounted to approximately 900 men and 
2,000 women at August $1 last. 

Sixty new factories and twenty-two extensions to existing 
factories were at present in various stages of construction. 


Supply of Filter Presses 


Mr. Belcher informed a questioner that the manufac- 
turers of filter presses were heavily loaded with orders from 
many using industries, including sanitary ware and tile 
factories as well as china clay producers. It was, therefore, 
inevitable that there should be rather a long interval 
between the placing of an order and the delivery of a press. 
The Minister of Supply was doing his best to assist the 
production of the filter press manufacturers.

Mr. Belcher said that he was aware of the delay in the 
delivery to the silk trade of this country’s quota of raw silk 
supplies from Japan. A United Kingdom purchasing agent 
in Japan had been recently appointed to facilitate exports 
to the United Kingdom generally. The first consignment 
of silk was now being shipped. 


Paper Supplies 


On being questioned about the paper position Mr. Belcher 
said that in view of the limited supplies of paper available, 
it was impossible at present to allow any increase in the 
consumption of paper by new newspapers or periodicals 
permitted by the Control of Paper No. 70 Order, 1945. 


No licence was now necessary to enable any new news- 
paper or periodical publication to be published provided 
that it did not use more than 8 cwts. of paper in a 4 months 
period. 


Shortage of Medical Text Books 


Sir Ernest Graham-Little asked the President of the 
Board of Trade if he was aware that the shortage of medical 
text books was a handicap to medical education ; that many 
of the standard books in use by medical students were un- 
procurable, and, as examples submitted showed, students and 
practitioners ordering these had been waiting nine months for 
delivery ; and if he would take steps to remedy this position. 

The President said that the main factors limiting the pro* 
duction of text books, for which there were increasing and 
accumulated demands, was the shortage of labour and of 
paper. The numbers employed in the printing and book- 
binding trades were still well below the pre-war strength, 
although the labour force increased, in July 1946, to 74 per 
cent. of its pre-war figure. Publishers’ regular paper quotas 
had been substantially increased over the last 18 months— 
from 424 per cent. to 80 per cent. of pre-war usage. In 
addition, it was open to any publisher who could not bring 
out an important text book merely from lack of paper to 
apply for a special allocation for that purpose. 


Shortage of Dustbins 


Mr. Drayson asked the President of the Board of Trade 
if he was aware of the continuing shortage of dustbins, and 
what steps he was taking to increase the allotment of the 
necessary raw materials to manufacturers, 


The President said that there was a serious shortage of 
steel sheets which were required for many important 
purposes, and he was not yet able to increase the allocation 
of this material to dustbin manufacturers. 


Protection of Rural Industries 


In consultation with the Minister of Labour and the 
Minister of Agriculture, the President said that he was 
considering the recommendations made by the National 
Basket and Willow Trades Development Committee. There 
was no question of using the present import controls as a 
permanent method of protection. 


Imported Utility Furniture Prices 


The President said that furniture made in Poland and 
Czechoslovakia had to fit into the Utility scheme and be 
available to the public at a price consistent with that of 
British-made Utility furniture.

Tangerine and Mandarin Oranges Removed from Price 
Control: The Minister of Food has now made an Order 
removing tangerine and mandarin oranges from price 
control on and after October 3, 1946. 

Owing to the wide range of types and sizes of containers 
in which these oranges are packed and the fact that they are 
very susceptible to waste,it is impracticable to include them 
in the scope of the existing price control Order or to allocate 
them through the Ministry’s distribution machinery.

Egg Contract with Canada: The Ministry of Food has 
concluded a contract with the Government of Canada, undei 
which the United Kingdom will take the whole exportable 
surplus of Canadian eggs in the years 1947 and 1948. It is 
hoped that the total quantity involved will amount to the 
equivalent of some 2,875,000 cases of shell eggs each year, 
of which about half will be imported as dried egg. The 
shell portion of the contract should provide about 12 eggs 
per head in each of the two years for everyone in the United 


Kingdom.

Home Grown Linseed: The Ministry of Food, in agree- 
ment with the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, has 
made some alterations in the method of buying home 
grown linseed. The Ministry will now pay £30 per ton, 
bags included, or £29 5s. Od. in returnable bags, ex farm, 
for linseed of fair average quality. Previously the price 
was £27 10s. 0d. per ton, bags included, delivered to the 
mill. It has also been agreed that an extra 10s. per ton 
will be paid for the seed when bought from a“merchant. 
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Food Supplies from Eire: Discussions with repre- 
sentatives of the Eire Government have recently taken 
place with a view to increasing supplies of food from that 
source. It has been ascertained that for the time being 
there are no exportable surpluses of butter and bacon 
available in Hire. 

For meat it has been agreed that on and from October 1 
the prices to be paid for fat cattle and carcases of fat 
cattle consigned from Eire shall be increased by 1d. per lb. 
dressed carcase weight. 


Negotiations are still proceeding in regard to eggs.

Prospects of Czechoslovak Trade 
Revival with United Kingdom 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by His Majesty’s Counsellor

(Commeretal) in Prague. The Export Promotion Department, 35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1, 
will be pleased to answer any questions arising out of this article. 


HERE can have been few countries in the world where 

the mark ‘‘ Made In Czechoslovakia ’’ was not well- 

known in the years 1920-1939. The Czechoslovak 
tepublic fell heir in 1918 to three-quarters of the industry 
of the former Austro-Hungarian Empire, and made good 
use of these resources. Both in quality and price Czecho- 
slovak manufactured goods earned their place in the world’s 
markets. Produce, too, was highly esteemed: Czecho- 
slovak hops and barley were in the first rank. Foreign 
trade in commodities showed a substantial surplus of 
exports Over imports every year, except in the depression 
of 1932-33; and the favourable balance of payments 
enabled Czechoslovakia to build up reserves of gold and 
foreign assets and to make capital investments in other 
countries. 

lor the first four or five years after 1918 Germany 

accounted for roughly half of Czechoslovakia’s foreign 
trade. But by 1936 Germany only figured with 14-5 per 
cent. as a market for Czechoslovak goods and with 17:5 
per cent. as a supplier. The importance of Austria in 
(Czechoslovak foreign trade showed a similar trend as 
rade relations with the rest of the world were extended. 
On the other hand, trade with the United Kingdom until 
1923 was less than 2 per cent. of the total, but afterwards 
rose to 8 per cent. ; in 1937 our imports from Czecho- 
slovakia amounted to £7-°3 million and our exports to 
£26 million, re-exports being valued at half a million 
sterling. In the years between the wars Czechoslovak 
trade with the U.S.S.R. amounted to less than 1 per cent. 
Latterly foreign trade tended to fall into three categories : 
countries with which clearing arrangements governed trade 
(mainly Germany and the Balkans); those with which 
commodity quotas had been arranged ; and the free trade 
countries including the United Kingdom and United 
States. In the first group of countries Czechoslovakia 
had a large active balance of trade and payments and 
experienced transfer difficulties. The balance of payments 
with countries with convertible currencies in those years 
varied, but in normal trading years was also favourable. 
The general picture is that the industries in the border 
regions Overrun by the Germans in September 1938 were 
integrated with those of the Reich. In March 1939 the 
rest of the country was occupied and geared to the German 
war economy. Slovakia was accorded a nominally inde- 
pendent Slovak administration. The Germans closed 
down or severely restricted consumers’ goods, industries 
which were not directly of value to their war economy, 
forced production of coal and timber without regard to the 
future, and imposed a heavy burden of deliveries of agri- 
cultural products. In capital goods industries they trans- 
ferred a great deal of plant from the Reich and established 
several new factories: as a result the value of industrial 
production in 1943 was estimated at 50 per cent. more 
than in 1939. 


Aftermath of German Capitulation 


On the capitulation of the German armies the country 
was thus left with an increased industrial potential, 
although under the terms of an agreement between the 
U.S.S.R. and Czechoslovakia such additional capital 
equipment was to be regarded as technically Russian war 
booty. The U.S.S.R. has, however, recently waived its 
tights under this agreement; and Czechoslovakia derives 
great benefits from this concession, which will partly 
offset losses in the consumers’ goods industries. 

A heavy task faced the authorities in dealing with the 
currency situation. The Germans had increased the 
circulation of means of payment by about twelve times the 
normal pre-war amount. Energetic steps were taken to 
remedy the situation. A new currency was introduced on 
November 1, 1945: old notes could only be exchanged 
for new up to a total of £2 10s. Od. per person: bank 
accounts were blocked, while a capital levy and war profits 
tax were introduced to absorb excess purchasing power. 
At the same time steps were taken to raise the average 


levels of wages and of prices to approximately 300, taking 
the 1939 ratio as LOO. 

The pre-war boundaries of Czechoslovakia were restored, 
but in July 1945 the most easterly province of Ruthenia was 
ceded to the U.S.S.R. and is now known as Carpatho- 
Ukraine. 

Some three and a half million Sudeten Germans and 
Magyars are being transferred to Germany and Hungary. 
The consequences of the loss of manpower and skill in 
agriculture and industry are fully realized, and certain 
numbers of key personnel may be retained. 


The New Deal 


A clean sweep has been made of all Germans, Hun- 
garians and of persons regarded as politically compromised. 
Their property has been confiscated for the benefit of the 
State and entrusted to nominated ‘‘ National Adminis- 
trators.’’ 

All mining, iron and steel and power plants have been 
nationalized ; the State has also taken over all large-scale 
manufacturing enterprises including textiles, glass and 
china, chemicals and paper. Several foreign interests, 
including British, are affected by these measures. All 
factories are under the control of one of eleven Central 
Directorates of different branches of industry. These 
Directorates are engaged in reorganizing production, 
which involves moving machinery and whole factories 
from the border regions, scrapping of some plant, and 
direction of labour. For the moment a great deal of this 
effort represents expenditure which it will take some time 
to recoup. 

Banking and insurance have also been nationalized. 
Great progress has been made by the Co-operative Societies 
movement; every business has to belong to one of nine 
Central Associations. All have Trades Union shop com- 
mittees. These economic and marketing organizations 
provide the machinery for centralized direction and 
measures like price control. 

The main problems arise from shortages of manpower 
and skilled staff, particularly in coal mining, textiles, 
glass and china, where Germans formed a substantial 
proportion of the workers. The output of coal fell off to 
an alarming extent after Liberation, and although labour 
was drafted to the mines and the 1937 output was reached 
this year, it is still regarded as priority number one if 
critical shortages are to be avoided in this coming winter. 
There has been a general falling off of production per head, 
and a tendency for the rates of non-productive workers in 
industry to rise. These problems are being tackled 
vigorously by the Government in their Two Years Economic 
Plan, and may involve the assumption of greater Govern- 
ment powers in the direction of labour to agriculture as 
well as to industry. No general index of present industrial 
production is available; but despite all the dislocation 
involved in the post-war situation it can be safely assumed 
to be over 50 per cent. of pre-war. 

The industrial rehabilitation programme provides supplies 
valued at £182 million. The total U.N.R.R.A. programme 
for Czechoslovakia amounts to around £68 million, includ- 
ing £25 million for food. Over one million tons of supplies 
have already been delivered, and approximately another 
half-million tons are expected. ‘These free supplies have 
been of immense assistance both in making available raw 
materials, food and manufactures which would otherwise 
have been difficult to obtain, and in providing revenue 
to the State from the proceeds of the sale of U.N.R.R.A. 
goods. 

Czechoslovakia is a going concern, and current trade 
statistics are by no means an indication of the volume in 
which it is likely to develop. Czechoslovak imports for the 
first five months of 1946 amounted to about £12 million, and 
exports to about £15 million, compared with approximately 
imports of £72 million and exports of £80 million for the 
year 1937. Current statistics do not include U.N.R.R.A. 
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deliveries, or receipts on reparation account from Hungary ; 
and as the total volume of other foreign trade is small, a 
large single transaction can change the picture of dis- 
tribution. Up to the present, however, Switzerland 
figures as much the most important market for Czecho- 
slovak goods and comes after the U.S.S.R. as a supplier. 
In interpreting the Russian trade figures it is also to be 
borne in mind that entrepot trade from countries in the 
Russian zone is included on Russian account. There is 
room for expansion of deliveries to the U.S.S.R. to aid in 
reconstruction, and a special Czech office has been set up 
in Prague to foster this trade both in capital and con- 
sumers goods. There is also room for expansion of Czech 
trade with Western countries which are the sole sources 
of supply for many essential commodities. 


To pave the way for the revival of trade with the United 
Kingdom current transactions were exempted from the 
provisions of the Trading with the Enemy Act in November 
last and a Monetary Agreement concluded which provided 
facilities for payments between Czechoslovakia and the 
sterling area. The rate of exchange between the Czecho- 
slovak crown and sterling was fixed at Kes.201-50 = £1 
and each Central Bank sells its own currency to the other 
for permitted payments up to the limits of £1 million and 
Kes.200 million respectively ; any excess to be paid for in 
gold. The approved methods for payment to the United 
Kingdom are sterling from a Czechoslovak account or 
Czechoslovak crowns. Further, a British loan of £5 million, 
free of interest for three years, was granted in the autumn 
of 1945, and in March last a London group of banks agreed 
to give substantial acceptance credit facilities. 


High Price Level 


One of the main difficulties for the resumption of trade 
has been the relatively high price level of a large range of 
Czechoslovak products at the present exchange rate of 
Kes.201-:50 to £1. In spite of this, important contracts 
have been made for the purchase of hops, sawn timber and 
utility furniture ; and import permits have been given for 
china, glass, etc. A further difficulty has been that tradi- 
tional Czech exports to the United Kingdom consisted 
largely of luxury and semi-luxury goods, the importation 
of which it has not been possible to allow for the time being. 
In order to husband their limited sterling resources Czech 
purchases in the United Kingdom have at present to be 
confined to goods essential to the Czech economy. 


The concentration and regrouping of industries tends 
towards centralized buying and selling. The Czechslovak 
Ministry of Foreign Trade exercises wide powers of control 
over the whole field and the majority of individual pre-war 
merchants and agents have disappeared. It is quite usual 
now for British business visitors to call first on the Ministry 
of Foreign Trade and on the Central Directorates in Prague 
before visiting their factory customers. In an increasing 
number of cases it will be necessary to go to Bratislava as 
the industrialization programme of Slovakia is carried 
through. Slovakia is prosperous and the Slovaks are 
proud of their achievements and give a friendly welcome 
to British visitors.

Indian Crop Conditions and 
Outlook 
The Department of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics, Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in 


India for weeks ending on the dates stated : 

Madras, September 14.—Rainfall has been very heavy in 
South Kanara, heavy in Madras, and moderate in other 
places, with the condition of standing crops generally fair. 

Bihar, September 23.—There has been very heavy 
rainfall in Gaya, Shahabad, Palamau and Singhbhum, and 
light to heavy rains elsewhere. The condition of standing 
crops is fair to good. 

Punjab, September 23.—The weather has been very 
dry, except in Rohtak, Gurgeon, Karnal, Ambala, Kangra, 
Hoshiarpur, Jullundur, Jhelum and Rawalpindi districts, 
where rain has fallen varying from 0-06 to 3-76 inches. 
The condition of standing crops is generally unchanged. 

Bengal, September 18.—Excessive rain fell in certain 
districts, and the prospects of standing crops are generally 
satisfactory. 

Bombay, September 20.—Rainfall has been adequate in 
the Deccan, with light scattered showers elsewhere. Stand- 
ing kharif crops are progressing well. Cotton sowing is 
proceeding in the Karnatak. 

Assam, September 23.—The weather has been seasonable, 
and the prospects are that crops will turn out to be fair. 

Central Provinces and Berar, September 21.—There 
have been light showers, mostly confined to individual 
districts ; and damage to crops has been caused by floods, 
according to reports from several districts. The condition 
of standing crops is generally satisfactory. 

Sind, September 27.—No rain has fallen. The picking 
of cotton is in full swing, and all kharif crops are doing 
well. 
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Overseas Trade of New Zealand 
January—April 


ERCHANDISE exports from New Zealand for the 
month of April were valued at £7,192,518, as com- 
pared with £7,744,595 in March and £3,798,399 (an 
abnormally low figure) in April 1945, states the Census 
and Statistics Department, Wellington. The aggregate 
value of exports for the four months ended April 30, 
1946 was £35,142,252, an increase of £10,738,858 above the 
total for the corresponding period of 1945, and an increase 
of £10,543,440 as against the corresponding period of 1944. 
The declared value of commodity imports for April was 
£5,614,253 as compared with £5,729,770 in March and 
£3,967,020 in April 1945. The total for the four months 
ended in April last was £20,563,964, which is £3,562,187 
greater than in the first four months of 1945. 
j The result of external trading for the first four months of 
1946 was an excess of exports amounting to £14,278,288 
as compared with an export surplus of £7,101,617 in the 
same period of 1945.

Railway Transport 


The railway traffic returns for the 


first four-weekly 
period of the new 


railway year starting April 1, reveal a 
slight decrease in passenger traffic, but an increase jn 
goods traffic as compared with the corresponding period 
(April 1-28) of the preceding year. The number of passenger 
journeys in the four weeks ended April 27, 1946, was 
2,228,370 as compared with 2,374,676 in the immediately 
preceding period, and 2,231,425 in the corresponding period 
of last year. 

The net ton miles run during the four weeks ended 
April 27, 1946, totalled 65,183,000, as against 74,089,000 
in the period ended March 31 and 63,815,000 in the period 
ended April 28, 1945. 

The total revenue of the Railways Departinent for the 
four weeks ended April 27 last was £1,290,612, while 
expenditure (exclusive of interest on capital liability) 
amounted to £1,093,711. Comparative figures for the 
corresponding period of the preceding year were £1,112,492 
and £1,034,017 for revenue and expenditure respectively. 


Imports into the Malayan Union 


The Comptroller of Customs, Malayan Union, announces 
that: 

1. It is proposed to open an office in Kuala Lumpur, to 
enable Malayan Union importers to apply locally for import 
licences, and avoid the delay involved in submitting 
applications to Singapore, as has been necessary up to the 
present time. 

2. As from the date of publication of the Prohibition of 
Imports Order, 1946 (G.N. No. 1191 dated 1.8.1946) the 
importation of all goods into the Malayan Union from all 
places except Singapore is prohibited except under Licence. 
Importers should follow the procedure laid down in the 
succeeding paragraphs, in respect of ali direct imports into 
the Malayan Union. 

3. Applications should be submitted on AP forms to 
the Comptroller of Customs (Import Control) Customs 
Office, Brickfields Road, Kuala Lumpur (Tel. No.3385/6) 
in respect of all orders to be placed in the following 
countries :—The Sterling Area, as defined under the 
Finance Regulations (Sterling Area) Order, dated 
January 17, 1946; the French Franc Area; the Dutch 
Monetary Area; China; Czechoslovakia; Greece; Italy; 
Siam. 

4. Importers should continue to submit applications to 
place orders in all countries other than those mentioned 
in paragraph 3 above to the Import Control Offioe in 
Singapore, as has been done up to the present time. 

5. On arrival of the goods, approved AP forms should be 
presented to Customs at Malayan Union ports of entry 
(or Post Offices at places of delivery) together with the 
usual Customs Import Declarations. Import Licences will 
then be stamped on the latter documents. 

6. Applications on AP forms need not be submitted in 
respect of :—Imports of local produce from the N.E.L.; 
articles not intended to be used for trade purposes imported 
by parcel post by private individuals, from any of the 
countries mentioned in paragraph 3. Import Licences for 
such goods will be stamped on Import Declarations by 
Customs at ports of entry on arrival of the goods. 

7. Importers who are already in possession of AP forms 
approved in Singapore and who have placed orders on the 
strength of them for direct import of the goods into Malayan 
Union ports or Post Offices should follow the same pro- 
cedure as that laid down in paragraph 5 above. 

8. Where foreign exchange transactions are involved 
APs are valid for a period of four months only up to the 
date of shipment.

Import of Samples Into 
Australia 


HE Board of Trade have received the following 

information from H.M. Trade Commissioner, Sydney, 

regarding import licensing restrictions affecting trade 
samples carried in their baggage by business visitors to 
Australia. 
js There is a special exemption from the Customs (Import 
Licensing) Regulations of samples provided they are goods 
which, in the opinion of the Comptroller General of Customs, 
are bona fide samples not being of the kind graded under 
Category D or of the kind for which import licences are 
normally not granted. Import licences would not be 
required, therefore, for samples which fit the above descrip- 
tion, nor, of course, for the wide range of goods which is 
exempt from licensing when of sterling origin. Licences 
are required for samples of all other goods. 
f There is no fixed money or quantity limit for samples 
above which licences are required, but licences would be 
needed for any goods which are in excess of the quantity 
which could be accepted as being bona fide samples. The 
licensing position is not governed by the fact that the 
importer will or will not take the samples out of the country 
when he leaves, but the samples covered by any licences 
may not be sold without the authority of the Customs 
Department. All licences issued for samples are condi- 
tioned to that effect. 

The question of granting a licencé may depend upon 
whether or not the goods are of sterling origin, and certain 
evidence is required by Customs officials to prove that the 
goods are of United Kingdom origin. This is covered by 
Sections 155 and 156 of the Customs Act, 1901-1936, 
which deal with the question of invoices in general. Any 
information concerning this question may be obtained on 
application to Export Promotion Department, 35 Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 

As licences cannot be obtained outside the Common- 
wealth, the most effective method for the elimination of 
delay in clearing samples brought out by visitors would 
be for the visitors to submit to their Australian repre- 
sentatives full details of the samples they are bringing, 
and have the import licensing formalities attended to 
before they arrive. It is appreciated that this may not be 
practicable in some instances, but there is no other method 
of avoiding some lapse of time in having the goods cleared. 
The Customs Department will make every effort to keep 
the time needed for the import licensing formalities ata 
minimum. 





Argentina 

Motor Vehicles to have Left-hand Drive : With reference 
to the notice under the above heading in the Board of 
Trade Journal, May 4 (page 545), the Minister (Com- 
mercial) to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires, reports the 
issue of decree (No. 6101) dated August 7, which suspends 
until August 7, 1947, the requirement that all motor 
vehicles or chassis imported into Argentina must have 
left-hand drive. 





British India 


Capital Goods Registration Scheme : The Government of 
India have announced that it has been decided to revise the 
present list of capital goods for which Registration has 
hitherto been required before an import licence could be 
obtained. It will, however, still be necessary to apply for 
import licences for the capital goods which have under this 
revision been removed from the purview of the Registration 
Scheme, except those included in the Open General Licences.

In general, supplies may be obtained from Belgian, 
British or Dutch sources, South Africa and Japanese 
stocks in the United States. 

For the Latin American countries, however, the United 
States is an additional source for limited quantities, and 
supplies will also be available to France from French Indo- 
China and to the United States from China. The stocks of 
Japanese tin mentioned above were discovered by the 
Occupation Forces and shipped to the United States for 
inspection and sorting prior to allocation by the Committee. 
Most of the above allocations are interim only and the Com- 
mittee expects to make a further review of the position early 
in November. 





Australian Wool Exports 

Exports of wool, greasy, from Australia during July 1946 
totalled 326,573 bales, valued at £A.7,744,000, as compared 
with 189,077 bales (£A.4,022,000) in July 1945, states the 
Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra. Of this total the 
United Kingdom took 90,282 bales (£4.2,433,000) as against 
143,688 bales (£A.3,077,000) in July 1945; France, 56,534 
bales (£A.1,266,000) (Nil) ; the United States, 115,165 bales 
(£4.2,583,000) as against 38,613 bales (£A.795,000) ; 
Belgium, 32,005 bales (£A.714,000) (Nil); Italy, 25,669 bales 
(£A.564,000) (Nil). 

Shipments of wool, scoured, tops, noils and waste, in 
July last totalled 57.445 bales, valued at £A.1,886,000, as 
compared with 41,378 bales (£A.1,216,000) in July 1945. 

The largest buyers were the United Kingdom, 18,106 bales 
valued at £A.528,000 (16,241 bales, £A.419,000) ; Canada, 
3,333 bales (£A.128,000) as against 2,097 bales (£A.83,000) ; 
India, 2,325 bales (£A.162,000) compared with 2,433 bales 
(£A.200,000); Belgium, 2,898 bales (£.A85,000) (Nil) ; 
Italy, 4,175 bales (£A.117,000) (Nil) ; Sweden, 2,077 bales 
(£A.79,000) (Nil); and the United States, 15,383 bales 
(£A.470,000), as compared with 19,110 bales (£A.446,000) in 
July 1938.
